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Applicant argued on 2, paragraphs 2-3 of the Remarks that Whiitaker fails to teach or suggest "each of the resource units implements a 
portion of instruction types occuring in each of the threads," the examiner respectfully disagrees. First, the word "implements" has the 
meaning of carrying out/fulfiling to one of odrinay skill in the art and is further suggested by applicant during the personal interview that it 
could mean "capable of providing" or "making it available." Therefore, "each of the resource units implements a portion of instruction 
types ocurring in each of the threads" is interpreted as each of the resource units is capable of carrying out/fulfilling/providing a portion of 
instruction types occuring in each of the threads. Furthermore, according to Figs. 2 and 6 of Whittaker, each of the resource units (each 
of the instruction buffers plus the control unit; note that instruction buffers being address bank, data bank as shown in Figs. 2 and 6) is 
carrying out/fulfulling/tmplementing/capable of providing a portion of the instruction types (a portion of the instruction types such as 
memory address instructions/operations, data instructions/operations, etc, col. 5, lines 24-67, col. 6, lines 1-8) in each of the threads 
(threads 1,2,3, Fig. 6). 

As such, claims 1-5, 8-9, 11-15, 18-19, 21-25, 28-29 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Whittaker et al. (USP 
5,968,167) and claims 6-7, 10, 16-17, 20, 26-27, 30 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Whittaker in view 
of Cutler et al. (USP 5,752,031 ). 
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
